About Dahlias 



Some time between now and August 
14th procure a quantity of pulverized 
sheep manure, shredded cow manure or 
potato fertilizer, about two pounds for 
each dahlia plant, if you are ambitio,us 
to show many and large dahlias. 

Do not fertilize now. See Our Town, 
August 14th. Meanwhile, keep t ho 
buds pinched off. You might out of 
curiosity allow one bud to open just to 
see what color the flower will be, but 
otherwise have patience. 

If your plants have grown more than 
four feet tall pinch the top out. The 
plant will branch out at the sides and 
become stockier and stronger. Staking, 
of course, will prevent the tall plants 
from being blown over by a high wind.

SPEAKING OP HEROES. 

Only a well-developed sense of humor 
and familiarity with the superficial 
moods of his own people serve to keep 
ex-service men safe from ingrowing 
cynicism. They were glorious dough- 
boys a few years ago, the ilower of the 
land, the pride of the nation and the 
saviors of Prance. Nothing was tuo 
good for them in those days. Vet for 
months the folk who stayed at homo 
have been blaming the increase of petty 
crimes of violence on ''young men who 
learned rough and wicked ways in the 
army." Of course, this was never true, 
but we have yet to see any one ques- 
tion an implication that is as graceless 
as it is foolish. 

All soldiers were not angels. They 
were not intended to be angels. There 
were good and bad among them, as 
there are good and bad everywhere. 
But almost every recent arrest made in 
this city and the observations of police 
officials as reported by Director Oortel- 
you show that the "crime wave" of 
the moment, the hold-ups and the ama- 
teur banditry have no relation to army 
life, but an even more significant and 
picturesque origin. A great many 
youths and young men who stayed at 
home and earned high wages in tho war 
industries acquired the habits of high- 
rollers. They cultivated expensive 
tastes of the sort that, were unknown 
and undreamed of in and behind the 
lines. Most of them were content to 
change their ways when conditions 
changed. Others still insist on having 
money to throw away — even if they 
have to get it from other people with, a 
cluli or pistol. They aro the ones who 
are now making trouble for the police: 

Rend the first article on your Amer- 
ican Legion Weekly, entitled "Your 
Voice and Your Vote." 

The plan to make Armistice Day cer- 
emonies one of the greatest in history 
by distributing the Victory Medals 
through the American Legion is a fino 
idea.

OET READY FOR THE DAHLIA 
SHOW. 



Perhaps the amateur grower is won- 
dering just what to do at this time in 
order to have more and better flowers 
at the propor flowering time, late Au- 
gust to October 1st or the first killing 
frost. 

A great many dahlia tubers are 
planted in soil that has been formerly 
used for vegetable gardens and which 
has been richly fertilized. A soil of 
about 50 per cent, coal ashes has been 
found to be the best, as dahlias do not 
neod much nourishment early in their 
growing season, the idea being to just 
keep them growing in order that the 
substanco will not all go to bush, at 
the expense of flowers, later in the 
season. 

There is a time to fertilize, and that 
is about August 15th, or when the buds

begin to form, buds appearing before 
this time should be pinched off; they 
will appear again and produce better 
flowers later. The cooler nights of 
September make N tho finer flowers. 

If two or more shoots have appeared 
from a tuber it will be found better to 
remove all but the strongest stem, so 
that the strength in the ground will go 
to make one good stem, rather than 
several inferior ones. In cases where 
only two stems arc growing nicely bal- 
anced, it is possibly safer to allow them 
to remain rather than risk injuring the 
plant. 

Keep the bed free from weeds, and 
keep surface of ground raked or hoed, 
not only to kill weeds, but to moisten 
and aerate the soil. Do not let the 
ground cake. Nature will take care of 
watering for the present.

SOMEBODY SHOULD START SOME- 
THING. . 



Everything that is made of paper is 
constantly increasing in price — and tiie 
must tar-seeing men can't see anything 
hut an upgrade ahead. Meanwhile, 
every week, we stick into our stoves 
and furnaces or take out into our back 
yards and burn over 1213,000,000 pounds 
of paper that has come into our homes 
in one way' or another. Most of us do 
it thoughtlessly, though many see in 
their weekly task a contribution to an 
appalling national waste of a resource 
that is steadily and rapidly diminish- 
ing. But there seems to be nothing 
that the individual can do about it — 
except to burn the paper. And more 
trees have to bo cut down and the day 
when America will be without a forest 
draws a little nearer. Coininuni 1 ; ac- 
tion can operate to postpone this dis- 
aster. The schoolhouso can again be 
called upon to render a public service. 
St. Louis lias shown the way with an 
organization of more than 100,000 pu- 
pils who take papers and magazines to 
the schools once a week, where they are 
packed and sold. In two years they 
have saved almost 2,000 tons of paper, 
which has been sold for about $38,000. 
The money is used to pay annuities to 
teachers who retire after long service 
and for giving relief to teachers tem- 
porarily in need. Here is a combina- 
tion of two worthy services that is rec- 
ommended to the careful consideration 
of every community that has a school- 
house — and burns its waste paper. — 
William Frederick Bigelow, Editor, in 
Good Housekeeping, August. 

The above might present an idea to 
the Narberth Boy Scouts, an energetic 
organization of well trained and man- 
nerly young men, who could use the 
money for the expenses of their summer 
camp.

PENNSYLVANIA MOTOR LAWS. 
(Continued from Last Week) 

It is a felony lo take or steal a motor 
vehicle, or to receive or purchase a 
stolen motor vehicle. Maximum penalty 
$5,000, and imprisonment of ten (10) 
years. (Pennsylvania Laws 75, 1919.) 

It is a misdemeanor to drive over any 
public bridge with a motor-driven ve- 
hicle with a gross weight of four (4) 
tons, faster than six (6) miles per hour. 

All information for offenses under 
the Motor Vehicle Law shall be brought 
under the act, 283 Pennsylvania Laws, 
1919, and not under any local ordinance, 
rule or regulation, and shall be made 
before a mayor, burgess, magistrate, 
alderman, or justice of the peace. 

Motor vehicle may be given by own- 
er as bail for a hearing or appearance 
at court. 

Speetf. 

Do not operate a motor vehicle reck- 
lessly or at a rate of speed greater 
than is reasonable and proper. Speed 
limit 30 miles an hour except whore 
signs are displayed limiting speed to 15 
miles an hour. 

Do not take part in any race or 
speed contest. 

Tho rate of speed of any motor ve- 
hicle when timed shall bo made on a 
measured stretch of highway not less 
than one-eighth (1-8) of a mile in 
length and shall bo taken by not loss 
than two persons. 

No conviction shall be made upon the 
unsupported evidence of one person. 
Rules of the Road. 

Do not pass street car taking on or 
discharging passengers. 

When meeting or overtaken by an- 
other vehicle legally traveling at a 
greater speed, turn to the right of tho 
centor of the highway, allowing other 
vehicle free passage to the left. 

When overtaking another vehicle 
pass same to the left; do not attempt 
to pass at an intersection, sharp turn, 
curve or on approaching crest of a hill. 
Be sure you have an unobstructed view 
of two hundred (200) feet ahead and 
thus avoid accident. 

All motor vehicles, especially heavy 
trucks, should, as far as possible, keep 
to the right-hand side of highway to 
allow for safety and passago of faster 
moving vehicles, and vehicles coming in 
opposito direction. 

Keep to the right of tho intersection 
of the contcrs of highways, and pass 
to the right of such intersection before 
turning to the left. 

When two vehicles approach tho in- 
tersection of two public highways at 
the same time tho vehicle approaching 
from the right has tho right of way.

PENNSYLVANIA MOTOR LAWS. 
(Continued from Page 2.) 



highways shall, from one hour after 
sunset until one hour before sunrise, or 
whenever it is impossible to see clearly 
for a distance of two hundred (200) 
feot, show at least two lights of approx- 
imately equal power on the front • of 
such vehicle. 

Motor-cycle without side car attach- 
ment may display but one light on the 
front. 

No brilliant light shall be displayed 
on any motor vehicle standing on the 
loft side of the highway. 

Do not display red light on the front 
of any motor vehicle. 

Every motor vehicle, including 
motor-cycles, whether standing or in 
motion, shall display one red light on 
the rear, and if a trailer be attached 
to such motor vehicle, or another ve- 
hicle is being towed so as to obscure 
such red light, then a red light shall 
he displayed on the rear of such vehicle 
or such trailer. 

Registration plate on the rear of 
every motor vehicle, motor-cycle and 
trailer shall he clearly illuminated dur- 
ing the same period as stated above. 

All motor vehicles equipped with and 
using electric headlights of more than 
four (4) candle-power, not equipped 
with a permanent deflecting or diffusing 
device, shall bo provided and equipped 
with some practical and efficient de- 
vice or devices whereby the forward 
lights of such vehicle may be dimmed 
or lessoned at the will of the operator 
to such an extent that such light or 
reflection therefrom through said for- 
ward lights will not interfere with the 
sight of, nor temporarily blind the 



vision of the driver of an approaching 
vehicle, and it shall be the duty ot 
every operator of such motor vehicle 
equipped with and using electric lights 
upon the public highways of this State 
to effectually apply such dimmer to the 
forward lights of the vehicle operated 
by him or her, and cause such lights to 
bo dimmed and lessened so as not to 
interfere with the sight or temporarily 
blind the vision of the operator of any 
approaching vehicle.
